On a nearly party-line vote, Senate 
acquits Trump of impeachment charges

WASHINGTON — 
President Donald Trump 
won impeachment acquit- 
tal Wednesday in the U.S. 
Senate, bringing to a close 
only the third presidential 
trial in American history with 
votes that split the country, 
tested civic norms and fed the 
tumultuous 2020 race for the 
White House. 

With Chief Justice John 
Roberts presiding, sena- 
tors sworn to do “impartial 
justice” stood and stated 
their votes for the roll call — 
“guilty” or “not guilty” — ina 
swift tally almost exclusively 
along party lines. Trump, the 
chief justice then declared, 
shall “be, and is hereby, 


acquitted of the charges.” 

The outcome followed 
months of remarkable 
impeachment proceedings, 
from Speaker Nancy Pelosi’s 
House to Mitch McConnell’s 
Senate, reflecting the nation’s 
unrelenting partisan divide 
three years into the Trump 
presidency. 

What started as Trump’s 
request for Ukraine to “do 
us a favor” spun into a 
far-reaching, 28,000-page 
report compiled by House 
investigators accusing an 
American president of engag- 
ing in shadow diplomacy that 
threatened U.S. foreign rela- 
tions for personal, political 
gain as he pressured the ally to 
investigate Democratic rival 
Joe Biden ahead of the next 
election. 
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Supreme Court Chief Justice John Roberts gavels to an end the 
impeachment trial against President Donald Trump. Roberts 
wished senators well in “our common commitment to the 
Constitution” and hoped to meet them again “under happier 
circumstances.” [SENATE TELEVISION]

8 counties 
miss ballot 


security 
deadline

Eight Ohio counties have not 
completed an election security 
checklist that was required of 
them by Ohio’s top elections 
official last summer, and one 
is being placed on administra- 
tive oversight because it has no 
plan to comply. 

Secretary of State Frank 
LaRose said Wednesday 
during anews conference 
that the Van Wert County 
Board of Elections has 
refused to provide a plan for 
complying with his directive. 

Van Wert will be placed 
on administrative oversight, 
which requires weekly reports 
to LaRose’‘s office. 

Hamilton, Ottawa, Warren, 
Trumbull, Carroll, Holmes 
and Clark counties have not 
completed the directive’s 
requirements for “cyberattack 
detection, system harden- 
ing and network defense.” 
The secretary of state’s office 
would not say which pieces of 
the directive still were unmet, 
citing security concerns.

This could be the last 
school year Ohio parents can 
apply for education vouchers 
based on the performance 
of their local schools if a 
bill passed by the House on 
Wednesday becomes law.
